8. Symp. is this, When God hath at ſometimes teſtified againſt them, 
and ſpit in their faces, as by laying open their nakedneſle, and fully diſco-" 
yering their ways, by ſome books written, by fome Sermons preached by: 
sodly Miniſters, by caſting ſome rubs in their way, in ſtirring wp the Cirie of 
London to appeare againſt them, or in diſappointing ſome of their pur- 
poſes by ſtrange and. unexpected paſlages of his providence from Heaven, . 
et upon none of theſe occafions have they repented of their deeds to give 
God glorie, or humbled themfelves before his Miniſters ſpeaking to them 
from the -mouth of the Lord, or abated of their ſpirits ; but contrariwiſe, . 
have gnawed- their tongues for pain, blaſphemed the more becauſe of their 
pairis and fores, and ſtirred up-themſelves with ſo much the more. induſtrie 
and ſubriltie, to-plot atid workwby all. kind of wayes and meanes to heale 
their wounds :, and I could giveimany inſtances,. how upon ſuch books co- 
ming forth, and upon ſuch ads of providence, which a man would have 
thought ſhould have made them give over, they have been more reſolved, , 
aQtive, deſperate, betaking themſelves to evill wayes and ſtrange courſes for 
the aving of themſelves, as aſperling and raiſing ſcandals and falſe reports. 
upon the-perfans whom they think have —_ them, as in the weekly 
Pamphleters venting ſome deſperate paſlages, and. putting forth ſtrange 
books upon the nick of things, with many other wayes,. all which wiſe men 
cannot but obſerve ; in which courſes they have been like Ba/aam,Numb.22. . 
g0ing on their way reſolvedly, thonghthe Angell of the Lord have ſtood 
in their, way, with a ſword drawn, . and their feet have becn cruſhed againſt 
the wall. Now it.is a great-{ymprtome of deſtrution and ruine to a partie, . 
orto particular perſons, when the hand. of God is lifced up againſt them, 
that they will not ſee ; and that when God wcunds them, in itead. of fal- 
ling.down before him, they ſeek to cure their wounds by unlawfull means ; 
and that when he powtrs out.vials upon them, and ſcorches them with great 
heat, rhey blaſpheme;. and-do not. repent, that when hce ſtops them, they 
will drive more fyxiduſly, and that. when hee makes mens pride reſtifie | 
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;to their faces, they do not return nor ſeek: him for all this: This is the fore. 
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runner of deſtra&ion in'the Antichriſtian partie, Revel. 16. 8, 9, 10, 11. Ang 


*\ this was a fore-runner of deſtruction in the Prelates and that partie; that 


after their great and long proſperitie and ſuccefle, when God did by wri. 


ting, preaching, raiſing up ot witneſles teſtifie againſt them, and did by other 
a&s of his providence crofle them, in raiſing up the Kingdome of Scotland 


againſt them, yet they would not give in, norabate; and when a peace was 
concluded with Scotland upon the Kings firſt going into the North, and they 
might have enjoyed their honours, greatneſle, for all that, they wrought ſo 
upon the Kings returne, asto procure thoſe Articles to be burnt by the hand 
of the common Hang-man, and the'war to.g0 on, which proved their ruine 
and fatall deſtrution. And for a concluſion of this Symptome, I will end 


.it with thoſe words of the Prophet 1/aiah, Lord, When thy hand is lifted #p, 
they will not ſee; but they ſÞil je, and be aſhamed for their envie towaras thy 
people : yea, the fire of thine enemies ſhall devoure them. Lord, thou wilt or- 


daine peace for us : for thow allo haft wrought all our works for us, And though

.am perſwaded it is a good hand .of God, and his ſpeciall providence and 
-mercie to his Church in-theſe Kingdomes, to leave the Seariesto fall inco 
fo many evils, totake ſuch ſtrange wayes thus to diſcover themſelves, and 
to proceed ſo far, that ſo the Kingdomes knowing them well, they might 


in the flue be more effeually cured,'and perfeQly delivered from them : 


for, had theſe men kept themſelves within the compaſle of a few of their

the common people like them; ) andall power of Magiſtrates (in capitall 
matters over Church members) inthe Commonwealth; and who cared not 
TO have ſacrificed the Religion, peace, happineſse of theſe Kingdomes, upon

Browniſts, Independents : And therefore, however the SeQaries may flatter
